70,333, were engaged in manufaeturlng. ^^Is 

Is 5^.9% of the total. 
In Ohio as a whole, 38^ of the total work 

force is engaged In manufacturing. 

When we conaider that Ohio la one of the leading 
oanufaeturlng states in the nation, this paroentage is slg- 
nlfleant. The COIN region is highly industrial. 

Other evldenoe points the s^e way. To quote a 
reeent article In the Cleveland Plain Dealer s 

••The city of Mansfield la in one of the nation's 
top 10 industrial areas. It is one of the top 
100 Industrial markets In the country and 76^ 
of ths people of the state llv® within a 75 nlle 
radius, 

"Mora than 200 industries producing a wide variety 
of products offer employment, nils dlTersity of 
products insures xmusual eoonoialc atablllty and 
provides for continual growth." ^ 

The area described in the above quotation is 
not precisely that of COIH. But parts of the statement do 
elearly apply to the COIN region. 

Another group nuaberlng over 10,000 was engaged 
In 1968 in construction, transportation, coamunicfttion, and 
public utilities. Prom the viewpoint of infomatlon need, 
theaa types of eMployaent are alnllar to those of industry. 

Agriculture and mining account for considerably 
smaller numbers of persons, but figures are inooiaplete for 
this type of employment. Income from faraing and animal 
husbandry forms a substantial part of the region's economy. 
Wayne County is fceoond in agriculture among Ohio's 88 eountl#a. 
Wyandot, a small county In area and population, la highly 
agrloultural. Mining consists ehlefly of sand, gravel, shale, 
Wayne bounty produces some coal and clay. Oil production In 
Morrow County, once a bright hope for a relatively poor county, 
appears to have deollfted. Efforts still persigt, there and 
lA filchXand County.

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VhlLe Industry accounts for the largest proportion 
of the work force,' another sizable group is engaged In business, 
or working for business establlshflento. tt-ade employed 21,798 
persons In 19681 service of various types, Xi^,B&i-, finance and 
real estate, 'l-,323. In addition to the vocational and manage- 
ment Information needs of those directly ensftged in business, 
there are business information needB ralated to the Industries. 
Librarians of COIN report that the trend toward mergers and 
oonglomerates has affected ownership of the area's Industry, 
and that soma formerly looaily-owned oompanles have been ac- 
quired by companies based elsewhere . This fact may affect 
some of the speclallEed InfoMatlon needs-, policies may be 
made slsewhere, research and devaloiaiBnt may take plaee else- 
where Some business and technical Inforoatlon need will 
alwavs however, occur locally, and the vocational needs of 
worlcers will be a local concern. In addition, the existence 
of business and Industry results In local union activity, 
also In need of Inforaatlon. 

rhe location of the region, along two major high- 
ways and a number of other Important roads, leads to the 
existence of an unusual number of motels and hotels. There 
are specialized publications for this Industry whloh should 
be available through' . 

A number of newspapers and a few journals— chief ly 
agricultural— are published In the area. Ihe larger cities 
also have local radio stations. Bxperlenee has shown that 
both types of eomunlcatlon media are in nead of the type of 
Information which libraries should be able to supply. 

A ntimber of aBSoelatlona, chiefly of a statewide 
nature, have headquarters In the COIN area. These, too. may 
require Infematlon, 

Ihe normal demands of school, college, home, family 
©xlat here as elsewhere. They need not be hlghllBltted here, 
since It Is these Information needs which are best supplied 
bv the COIN libraries' existing colleetions. Soma of the 
communities directly served by COIN libraries are chiefly 
reslSntlal. Centerburg. In particular, looks toward Colum- 
bus, and many of Its residents work there. 

Churches and active church membarflhlp le character- 
istic of the region. There is some evidence that Information 
needs of this group are only partially met. 

Reeroatlon Is not only an aotlvltf but also a buslnese 
m the aaatorn part of *he area, InforBatlon regarding reerea- 
tLf !. P?ovISed for the partlolpant, but there U probably 
also a need for Infoswatlon for the recreation business.

To th© surveyor, the service to outlying residents 
in the COIN region is on© of the weakest spots in library 
servlGe. It clearly varies from oounty to count:*. Children 
are, by and large, better served than adults. 

Hi© assuniptlon that adults will use the library In 
the eity is difficult to test. Fortunately, however, we 
have data about the use of one library because of its olrcu- 
latlon system* Wayne County uses a systw which requires 
each borrower to write hi a name and address each tine material 
Is loaned. This library's handsome new building should be 
an attraotloni the library's name clearly indicates its 
availability to all county residents. Its use pattern, 
therefore, ouffht to give a fair test of outlying use, 

A count was made for • period in October, including 
a weekend, and revealing the resldenoefl of 935 bori-owers. 
Of these, or 83.5/^. lived In Wooster, and 16.4^ came from 

outside the oity, A detailed analysis will b© included In 
the section of this report dealing with the Wayne County 
Library. Sere, the point to be made is that this fine new 
facility does not apparently serve directly many users from 
outalde Wooster. Ihere seems, therefcre, a roasonable pre- 
sumption that other city libraries, such as Ashliandi also fall 
to attract large nuibers of outlylns rasldonts, Proof would 
require a check of circulation and addressei which was Im- 
possible In a survey such as this. But th© Wayne County 
experleno© provides an eacample which Is probably valid elsewhere. 

The total population residing In unincorporated 
areas of the elght-oounty region is 198p091"a3jnost 200.000 
people. Some are not the responsibility of COIN libraries. 
Some are of school age, and may be reached by bootooblles. 
Some are served by branch libraries. But, given the areas 
in ttte counties, it peems highly pro^^le that many adults are 
not served In any naanlngful way. Service to these taxpayers 
should M a suit tar of serious eoneern to COIN. 
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staffs and Hou?e 

It Is difficult to dttermlne prtelsely how many 
itaff ^members are g»ploy«d by COIN ll'brarlas, ■Inee there 
are many part-time amployees, ■ome working a few houra, 
■oma almost full-time. Wis number and hows vary from tlae 
to tine, depending on volumt of business. However, the 
19?0 ftgures published by the State Library of Ohio show 
that the total complement of full-time eqiulTalants was 122,

There were eonslderably more IndivldualB employed than that 
total. 

It Is a mlatake to expect to find a stable relation- 
ship between staff and hours of opening. There Is, of course, 
a connection. In the snaller llbrarlefi, the eonneetlon may 
be oloae— In that the librarian Is sometimes eipected to be 
on duty at all tlBses the library Is open, Eren here, however, 
the assumption that houri and manhoujes should coincide Is 
unwarranted and may work a hardship on library serTlce. 
Many activities may best be undertakea away from public ser- 
vice—preparation for story hour, i^dlo progzwa, newspaper 
publlelty, to name only a few undertakeii by even the snaller 
libraries. 

It Is, therefore, not swrprlslni to discover that 
hours and staff complement do.net, in fact, offer much of a 
correlation. It should be remembared that the hours are 
those of the main library, without taJclng Into account ex- 
tension service, while staff Is total,

Although there waa some interest eiEpresaaa among 
library users who filled In qmeatlonnalraa In January, 1972, 
in Inoraased hours, there la some doubt that auoh Inaraases 
are warranted. It has been the surTeyor'a experlenoe that 
mall and tm0^ivm^BimA publlo libraries more freq.\iently err 
on the aide of too many rather than too few, nie oogt of 
atafflng and utilltlea must be weighed againat the mtsrlals 
which might be aoqulred with the same money. If few paopla 
use the library during oertaln perioda, a ourtailmanfc of 
houTB may be worth oonsldaring. 

A reoord of use by day and hour was kept by the 
llbrarias during the aaoond weak in Januaryt 1973. It must 
be amphaslzad that one week la an inauffiolent sample on 
whloh to base oonalualona or raoramiandatioiis. nie week In 
question had a a ton on Friday and waa Tary oold on Saturday* 
Such speolal ocourranoes as meatlnsSi story hours, olass 
visits and ^^r pet laying affeotad the ploture. Thm raaults 
are preaentad here merely as an llluatratlon of a typa of 
eheolc whloh^ oan readily be undartakan by any library, and 
whloh may result in a ohange of hoiws. 

Should the QOW libraries agree to parait reolpro^ 
oal use» hours may be adjusted oooperatively. For esanipla, a 
nimber are closed on Wednesday and quite a few olosa aarly on 
Saturday. Hone gi^ea Sunday sarTioet although there were 
requests for this on queatioimalres. Nearby librarLea might 
oonaidar eoordinatijn^ their serTloe to good ad^rantage* 

Six of the com libraries are administered by 11^ 
brarians with dagreea frott graduate library sobools, ^e largest 
oontaln other prof esalonally*- trained ataf f^-Hansfiald and Wayne 
County hmym several with these qualifieatlons. Ona librarian 
without suoh training la ti^lns oowaes on her owm tlrna. It 
is the surireyor*a imprasiion tiiat the group as a whole is 
intarestadp alert « and eager to do a good Job« tea ef the 
advantage a of COIN ia that a €ODf librarlaa will ba awal labia 
to adTiaet to aasiatt and to glTe tzmining Beisi^s to COIN

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Literary Inoone and Budget a 

The fchlfteen COIN libraries aXl reoelTe their chief 
support from the Situs Intaneibles Tmt, as do most publio 
llteraries in Ohio. 

Anong Ohio's 88 eetmtlea, as of 1970 (latest avall- 
tkblm figwe) proportions of the tax yield ayallable to librftrieB 
wer« as follows s 

100^ for llbrariei 2? counties 

90-991? for librarlea 21 counties 

80-89^ for libraries 15 countiea 

Below 80^ 25 counties 

Unfortunately, the olght counties in the COIN region 
were all in the last category receiving under 80^, Wayne and 
Wyandot came close with 79^. Leweet were Crawford and Morrow. 
In the latter case, the loif percentage applied to a county with 
« low income brought in ?1^ per capita for libraries, of 
which the county has fouri Since 1970 some counties haye 
Iftcipeaaed the library proportion. Marlon County's appeal 
brou^t Its library share over the 80f mark for 1971. for 
asunpla. 

A number of librarians and board members haye noted 
the difficulty in convincing the Budget CoiMlsslon of the 
library's need for additional funds. This Is Important, since 
libraries have been judged to have first claim on the yield 
If they can show need. Certain needs seem manifest to this 
surveyor and these have been pointed out In this report. 

At the moment of writing, the future of an antici- 
pated increase in total yield (as a result of the state In- 
om» tax) is in doubt. Should librarians be entitled to 
reeelve this increase, and should it reach anticipated pro- 
portioBS, additional inooHie may become available. 

COIN hopes, of course, to participate as an ALSO 
(Area Library Serviee Organization) when the Ohio Library 
DsvelopBient Plan is funded. Should ©ray partial funding taKe 
ttlaee libraries in counties with low percentages allocated 
to libraries may ooncelvably be at a disadvantage, for every 
reaasn, therefore, efforts should be made to increase local 
support. 

Recent studles^have shown that, in Ohio and nation- 
wide, the costs of operating libraries have risen at a faster 
rate than has library inoMie. Tax Inoome of all types has not 
risen as fast as have saUries and other costs in the publle . 
sector m general ♦ COIN libraries should be able to demon- 
strate a need for additional Income even to "hold the line. '

do with budget praparatlon^ Noraal prooadura oalls for a 
determination of naad for the owing year In terms of programs 
plannadt serTloas proJaotad« and antlolpatad oosts. Ordinarily 
these estlmataa are praparad by the librarian^ sulMltted to 
the Boardp dlsaussadt reTlawad, and approved before submission 
to tha ^dgat QMmlssion. In Ghio oountles with more than one 
publia ilbraryp it Is beaming iharaaslngly desirable to arrange 
a meeting of libraFlans and boards to attampt to arrive at an 
agreement about budgets before pre sen ting them to the Budget 
Comiissloh. 
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Some of the libraries in COIN are apparently unable 
to follow the aboTe iequancea Some librarisuis are not ln« 
Tolved in budget preparation^ In iomt oeimtles, a set per- 
cantaga of tax yield li adhered to with little or no furthar 
dleousslon. In somep the board takes all rasponslblllty for 
the budfetp including prallmlnary estimates. In others, 
distribution of of surplus Inooma Cabove ^d beyond astimatas) 
takes plaoa so late In the fisoal year that expenditure is 
difficult I in such oases, an unemeumbered balanoa may be 
adduoed as evidence that no Inerease Is needed. Tftasa pro- 
cedures do not represent modern library praotieat Librarians 
must be InTolTed In budget preparation^ as the only persons 
closely enough inTolT@d In dally operations to detaralne 
need with accuracy. Whan imdetermlned funds may be expeoted 
to become available lata In a fiscal yaarp it Is wise to have 
orders for materials (needed but purchasabla In either yaar) 
ready to encumber immediately so that balwicas will not be 
shown at the year's end.

Succeaa of library use, etc, A vast majority of those re- 
plying found what they wanted.

About 65^ asked for 
help, either on thla trip or on other eecaslons, 
practically all user a had a favorable overall 
impression of their libraries.

Quality - How does the colleotlon oompar© 

with salaoted lists?

Coverage - Representation of subjeets 

and types, suoh as Journals 
Appropriateness to oomaunlty serTed 

We have already noted one of the chief Indicators 
of quantity, the annual budget for materials. Total volumes 
available reflects (1) that figure (2) the age of the library 
and Its budgets over the years (3) the library's policy re- 
garding the retention or removal of material as It becomes 
older. In general, larger libraries which may be asked for 
older material "for the record" tend to keiep older materials 
longer than do analler libraries which do not attempt to 
perform a historic function. All libraries, however, should 
and usually do attempt to preserve loeal history materials.

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In analyzing these figures we find, aa axpacted, 
that Mansfield has the largest total oollectlon. Marlon's 
total oollectlon Is supplenented by aervloe from the

Wayne County, In the reported year, was able to 
add more volumes than was Mansfield, Even though the 
differential In budge ta for materials Is misleading. 
Including as It does Wayne County's proceaolng costs, the 
purehaBlng power may be greater, Mangf laid may purehase 
more volimes of a more expensive type, and more Jownals. 
Nevertheless, there appears to be a trend here, 

Heference Books 

Moat of the COIN libraries checked. In prepara- 
tion for thftlr reference project, the list prepared by th» 
Beference Services Division of the American Library Asso- 
ciation as a Biigfested buying list for small and msdlua- 
slzed libraries.- Titles were selected for the list by 
experlanoed librarians, each a speelalliit In a particular 
field, whose choice reflected experience in answering 
everyday requests for Inforaatlon In their own libraries. 
As with any list. Individual librarians may quibble about 
specific inolusions and exclusions, Neverthtless, It 
does represent a good general measuring stick for the 
reference holdings of libraries in the region's size 
range. 

Some of the smaller libraries checked a shorter 
list, and their holdings do not appear in the tabulations 
which follow. It is assumed, with what appears to be 
a fmlT degree of assurance, that the smaller libraries 
would be unlikely to hold titles not available in the 
larger group, 

Ihe tabulations will show those oategorles In 
which COIN libraries, as a group, are strong, and those 
in which they are apparently somewhat defiolont, Bie 
latter group appears to Include a good many technical 
titles, foreign language dlotlonarles, titles In psycholo- 
gy and religion.

social concern. Not included here were the literary and 
"cultural" subjects which form the more expected and tra- 
ditional (at least in the popular ••Image") library holdings. 

There are Interesting variations In the results. 
In total holdings, Mansflelrt was the leader In eight fields. 
Here, again, we have an indication of the total strength 
of this collection. 

When we turn to holdings since 1965 i however, we 
find Mansfield leading in only four categories. Shelby, 
Bosewhat surprisingly, led in five. 

If each rank Is given a weight (1 for first, 2 
for 2nd, etc.) the libraries come out very much as might 
be expected. Mansfield rises to first. In spite of its 
failure to place there In every category. Shelby's #z 
rank Is high, but Wayne Coimty, Marlon, and Mount Vernon 
fellow In approilmate order of total size. Gallon does 
well In some areas. 

What the figures do not reveal is how much dupli- 
cation of titles la reflected in the totals. In view of 
the fact that the libraries, depending on their size and 
budgets, tend to use the same group of tools fflr selection, 
one would guess that a good deal of duplication among the 
libraries has taken place. In this case, the largest 
collection can tentatively be asswed to cover most of 
the holdings of GQW, The reference holdings, however, show 
that there are Individual titles held sometimes In the 
smaller libraries which are unique for COIN, 

In general, results of this checking reinforce 
the view that, even taking Into account their existing 
holdings, the thirteen libraries will benefit greatly from 
cooperation. 

It shoid.d perhaps be noted that variations In 
catalogs could affect these rankings. The holdi^s of 
Mount Gllead could not be Included at all for this reason. 
Nevertheless, In the attfveyor's opinion, ttie results can 
be said to give a rough Indleatlon of ea^ftves In the 
oollections.

Bach of theae patterni has been used suoeessfully else- 
whara/ Bach has advantagea. Deotslofts are usually based 
on geoffraphy and existing strengthe of collections and 
staff. 

A. One reBOurco center 

Works best when one library is elearly much stronger 

than all the ethers 
Is partleularly desirable when that on© library is 
centrally Located, representing the natural 'hub* 
of the region and constituting the marketing 
center. 

Advantages I Concentration of streagth. Including 
materials and staff. Ih general, « concentrated 
collection Is stronger than ©nt which (even iflth 
eiaetly the same holdings) Is divided. Staff 
familiarity with the total collection. Inter- 
relationships among subaeets and requests, are 
plus values In this structure.

It would be absurd to superimpose on such a 
weak service (to outlying citizens } all the 
modern and sophisticated methods being dls« 
cussed t To make It possible for a resident 
of a county seat to request wid receive 
material from 50 miles away, while falling 
to make It possible for a famar In the 
original county to obtain readily the simplest 
servlca, would be poor plant Ing, 

The reccwendatlon in the Blaslngame Report^ 
that the State Library cease to give direct 
bootaioblle servloe, will also»<^lf Implemented^* 
create a need for additional extension service 
In the cots region.

Most of the COIN libraflea purchase tholr books 
from the same supplier, Sach now selects Individually, 
without reference to the holdings of the others. Wayne 
County, however, utilises the seleetlont ordering, and 
processing services of the Cuyahoga County Public Library. 

It seems probable that seme increase In discount 
might become available, at least to »Ji»lier ilbrarlea, 
»hould they make an agraement to purchase most of COIN»s 
books regularly through one dealer. 

It is also possible that the supplier might be 
able to provide examination copies of Important new books 
from whleh COIN llbrarlttna could select. If not, an 
alternative would be a "Greenaway Plan" through whleh COp 
would receive examination copies from publlahera at great- 
ly reduced prices. In either case, new boeks, with 
published reviews and other evaluations, could be exam- 
ined toy each COIN librarian toefore purohaae, 

nils procedure would not preclude the ordering, 
by any COIN library, of urgently needed books befora 
examination. It would not, of eourae, remove the power 
of selection from any individual library. It would, how» 
ever, make It possible for COIN librarians to note what 
others were purchasing* and to plan accordingly.

In order to get a praotloal and eaEptrleneed 
viewpoint on the materials needed to fill the buglness 
and technical Information needs of the COrN region, the 
survayor asked the aaslatanee of two staff •fflonbers of 
the Cleveland Publlo Library, one In the Business Informa- 
tion Department and one In the Solanee and Teehnology 
Department; lacii vraa given a list of the manufactures 
of the eoiN region (listed earlltr In this report) and 
asked vhat types of naterlals would be used by f iras 
nanufaoturlng such prod-uots In the Cleveland area, 

Hhe lists prepared by these two librarians 
are appended to this ehapter. They ere not Intended as 
buying lists for com. Borne Items listed are already 
held In COlNi sMie are far too erpenslve for COIN, Some, 
of eoiarse, are appropriate for pttrchaae, aowe for 
eonslderatlon. But the list la deliberately made broader 
than a com buylJiS list would be.
